FIVE SOUTH AFRICANS IN THE TOP 10 IN THE HUNTING LIONS IN 
THE AIR CONTEST 


South Africans scored 5 places in the top 10 scores of the single operator class of 
2002 Hunting Lions in the Air Contest, which was held at the beginning of the 
year. The first place went to a Canadian Station, Edward Leopard VE3AYY. In 


second place is Gerald Meneses ZS1GRM who hosted the Heerengracht Lions 
in Cape Town. Third Place went to a German station DF3LY. Other South 
Africans who were placed in the top ten are ZSIAGH, John Haycock, ZS5XL 
Rob Henry, ZS5WI Wally Axford and ZSIMF F Martins. 


In category B, Multi-operator category, the West Rand Amateur Radio Club 
ZS6WR hosting the Wilro Park Lions came third and ZS6STN, the Sandton 
Amateur Radio Club was placed fourth. They hosted the Fourways Lions. In 
first and second positions were JOIZY and SL5ZYB. 


The contest was organised by Rad Handfield-Jones operating ZS6LCM hosting 
the Midrand Lions. ZS6LCM scored the highest number of points but as the 
organising station did not qualify.

The objective of the contest is to foster 
a spirit of international understanding and cooperation among radio amateurs 
and lions through world-wide communication.

SARL HF CW CONTEST RESULTS 


The final results of the SARL HF CW contest held on Sunday 25 August 2002 
have been released. The Contest committee received 15 logs, 4 from ZS1, 2 from 
ZS4, 3 from ZS5, 5 from ZS6 and 1 from V51. The results are as follows: 1st 
ZS4AQZ Barney 164; 2nd ZS6KR, Hans 160; 3rd ZS6DX Rudi 154; 4th ZS1IAAK 
Allen 152; 5th ZS1EL Vidi 150; ZS6UT Ed 150. Rudi ZS6DX achieved the 
highest score on a single band, 62 points, on the 40- metre band. 


In the club competion the results are as follows: Pretoria ARC 464; Cape Town 
ARC 426; Bloemfontein RAC 262.

QRP HF BEACON IN PLETTENBERG BAY 


Roger, ZS1J, located near Plettenberg Bay, is well known for running beacons 
on 160, 80, 30 and 10 metres, but this last month, Roger has been conducting 
tests on 40 metres using a power output of 0,1 milliwatt or 100 microwatt into 
a half wave dipole antenna. Reports of readability 5 have been received from 
as far as Aliwal North and from Cape Town, a distance of 500 kilometres. The 
frequency used for these low power tests is 7076 MHz and the transmission sent 
is a series of dashes. From the end of October, the power level is to be reduced 
to 0,001 milliwatt or 10 microwatt. Reports would be appreciated by email to 
info@forestwagontrails.co.za. 


SUMMITS ON THE AIR 


Summits On the Air - SOTA for short - is an international awards program 
similar to IOTA that was launched in March this year. SOTA issues certificates 
for members who contact or activate a certain number of mountain summits. It 
is especially suited to South Africa since although we have relatively few islands 
we do have plenty of mountains, as well as excellent hiking weather throughout 
the year. 


In order for South Africa to participate in the programme we need to form 
a local SOTA Association. The Association will be responsible for identifying 
mountain regions, establishing criterea to determine which South African moun- 
tain summits will count for awards, drawing up a list of qualifying summits and 
publishing this information in an Association Reference Manual. The Associa- 
tion is NOT responsible for validating claims or issuing awards -this is done by 
the international organization. 


Associations have already been formed for England, Wales, Scotland, the Isle of 
Man, Italy and Northern Ireland. 


Andrew ZS1AN is interested in forming a SOTA association for South Africa and 
appeals to all other Amateurs, especially those who enjoy hiking and adventure 
radio, to join him in this endeavour. He anticipates that the Association will 
do most of its work by email and/or HF skeds, so involvement will not require 
travelling to meetings.
